Six Cars on the New York Central 


Road Jump Into the Hudson. 


Garrisons, N. Y.. Oct. 25.—At 5:40 


o'clock yesterday morning a terrible 
disaster occurred near this city, which 
resulted in the loss of 20 lives and in- 
juries to a large number. The New 
York Central express train which left 
Buffalo at 7 o'clock Saturday night was 
composed of one express car, one com- 
posite baggage and smttking car, one 
day coach and six sleepers. Suddenly 
the locomotive plunged over the low 
embankment into the Hudson river, 
carrying with it all but the three last 
sleeping cars, which remained on the 
track on account of the breaking of 
the coupling pin. In that way some 
60 lives were saved. 


When the accident happened most of 


the passengers were asleep, those In the 
sleepers being in their berths, while the 
occupants of the coach and smoker 
were for the most part doubled up in 
their seats. Just how the train met its 
awful fate will never be fully known, 
for the men who first felt the danger, 
Engineer John Foyle and Fireman John 
Tompkina, were carried down, with the 
engine, as was A. G. McKay, private 
secretary of General Superintendent 
Van Etten, who was riding on the en- 
gine. 


Conductor Parish, who was in charge 


of the train, and who was making up 
his report in one of the $ars when the 
crash came, was rendered unconscious 
by a blow on the head. When he re- 
covered he was three seats ahead ot 
the one in which he had been sitting. 


Augustus Kah, a German living near 


the scene of the wreck, gives this de- 
scription: 


"It was about five minutes before 6 


when I was awakened by some one in 
my yard calling for help. Looking out 
of my- window I saw a sleeping car 
porter who shouted: "For Gods sake 
man, if'you own a boat, come quickly. 
Our train 'is in the river and people 
are drowning. 


"I dressed myself and accompanied 


by the porter got into my rowboat and 
rowed around the curve to where the 
train was in the river. When we 
reached the cars, which were sub- 
merged nearly to their roofs, the en- 
gine being entirely out of sight, the 
crews of the tugboat were making ef- 
forts to save the passengers. The first 
man I saw them take out was. I think, 
the agent of the express car. The first 
persons we succeeded in rescuing were 
two Chinamen, who were sitting on the 
roof of the smoker. One had his arm 
broken. We put them ashore and then 
took three more persons off the top 
of another car. At the same time people 
in their underclothes were being taken 
cut of the sleeping cars by the crews of 
the several tugs. One man on shore, 
with an arm cut off, was dying, and we 
made his last moments as comfortable 
as possible. 


Five men were rescued from the top 


of a floating car a few minutes after 
the accident. They were put on a train 
and taken to Peekskill, about ten miles 
down the road. They were admitted to 
the Helping Hand hospital, where their 
wounds were dressed. Of the five three 
were Chinamen, and none were fatally 
Injured. 


W. S. Langford. of Bayonne, N. J., 


was in one of the last coaches whiclr 
remained on the track. He secured air 
ax and chopping out a panel of one of 
the partly submerged cars helped to 
rescue four people. 


General Manager Toucey says: "The 


accident was caused by the bed of the 
railroad being washed out in some in- 
explicable manner. In this undermined 
condition the track sank as soon as the 
weight of the train was put on it, and 
the embankment giving away the train 
was of course precipitated 
into the 
river. 


"Such conditions as this we have never 


looked for. Trains have been running 
over this spot for years and years with- 
out accident or difficulty of any kind. 
and this piece of track was considered 
as good as any section of the railroad. 
Not only was the roadbed the hardest 
kind of an embankment, but It was 
strengthened by a rttnining water wa!l 
cf solid masonry three feet thick." 


Other railroad officials were of the 


opinion that a quicksand foundation 
of some kind below the water line was 
responsible for the giving way of the

Had Served Fourteen Years of a 


Life Sentence! 


PIttsburg, Oct. 27.—Silas S. Gray, who 


has served over 14 years of a life sen- 
tence in the penitentiary for the sup- 
posed murder of Mrs. Mary McCready 
at Saltsburg, Westmoreland county, 
was yesterday released from prison on 
a pardon issued by the governor, be- 
cause it had ben proven that another 
committed the deed. The ex-prisoner 
left for his home in Indiana county last 
night. 


Gray's case was a remarkable one. 


Mary McCready disappeared from her 
home Feb. 20, 1877. Fourteen months 
afterward some boys found a skull on 
the banks of a stream. It was taken 
to the nearest country store and was 
the curiosity of the neighborhood for 
weeks. Finally it was decided that the 
skull was that of Mary McCready, and 
after an Inquest Silas Gray was held 
for the murder. The body was never 
found. Gray was convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. 


His commutation came about in a 


most singular manner. George H. Wei- 
shone, a Pittsburg newspaper man, 
read in a local paper in Harrisburg, a 
few days before Gray's sentence was 
to take effect, the following: 


"It is all wrong to hang Silas Gray, 


as Jack Petiss confessed to me In the 
Western penitentiary that he done the 
deed." 


Welshons located Hiram Bowennas- 


ter, the signer of the article, near Ship- 
pensburg, and secured an affidavit to 
the truth of what he had written. Gov- 
ernor Pattison, on the strength of the 
document, commuted the sentence to 
life imprisonment. Petiss and Bower- 
master were chums in prison and Pet- 
iss disclosed his secret. The commu- 
tation ran so close a race with the 
death warrant -th&t Gray was taken to 
the penitentiary on the very day that 
had been set for his execution. 


The release of Gray was witnessed 


by a large crowd of officials and curi- 
ous visitors, all anxious to bid the long 
Imprisoned man goodby. Among the 
visitors in the lobby at the time was 
Mrs. Cynthia Hunter, wife of the late 
ex-Judge James A. Hunter, of Greens- 
burg, who sentenced Gray to penal 
servitude. Mrs. Hunter was almost 
overcome with joy. She said it was one 
of the happiest moments of her life. 
She had always believed in the inno- 
cence of Gray. She had often heard the 
late judge speak of Gray, and years 
after he was sentenced she had heard 
her husband say that he did not be- 
lieve Gray was guilty of the murder of 
Mrs. McCready.

- WE MUST NOT INTERFERE. 


Spain Will Get. Along Without Unole 


Sam's Help. 


Madrid, Oct. 25.—In the special note 


to United States Minister Woodford, 
the government declares that Spain has 
done all In her power to end the war in 
Cuba and cites many sacrifices which 
have been made by the nation, the 
number of troops sent to Cuba and the 
reforms which are to be carried out in 
the island, v.-hich are fully described. 
The note ends with the statement that 
"Spain will not admit the right of any 
foreign power to interfere in any of her 
affairs." 


There is no doubt that the govern- 


ment's reply will represent the deep 
feeling of the nation. The note dwells 
at length on filibustering and "other 
material and moral assistance which 
has chiefly contributed to the rise and 
duration of the rebellion, and which in 
turn has damaged American Interests." 


It clearly intimates that Spain can- 


not continue the "forbearance shown 
by Senor Canovas del Castillo and the 
Duke of Tetuan during the past two 
years," and that she now calls upon the 
American government to "fulfill more 
strictly In the future the1 rules of 
international law." because "the suc- 
cess of the new home rule policy and 
the speedy pacification of Cuba chiefly 
depend upon the conduct of the United 
States."

Six Oars on the New York Central 
Road Jump Into the Hudson. 


Garrisons, N. Y., Oct. 
25.—At 5:40 
o'clock yesterday morning a terrible 
disaster occurred near this city, which 
resulted in the loss of 20 lives and In­ 
juries to a large number. 
The Now 
York Central express train which left 
Buffalo at 7 o’clock Saturday night was 
composed of one express car, one com­ 
posite baggage and smdking car, one 
day coach and six sleepers. 
Suddenly 
the locomotive plunged over the low 
embankment Into the Hudson river, 
carrying with it all but the three last 
sleeping cars, which remained on the 
track on account of the breaking of 
the coupling pin. 
In th at way some 
GO lives were saved. 


When the accident happened most of 
the passengers were asleep, those In the 
sleepers being In their berths, while tho 
occupants of the coach and smoker 
were for the most part doubled up in 
their seats. Just how the train met its 
awful fate will never be fully known, 
for the men who first felt the danger, 
Engineer John Foyle and Firem an John 
Tompkins, were carried down, with the 
engine, as was A. G. McKay, private 
secretary of General Superintendent 
Van Etten, who was riding on the en­ 
gine. 


Conductor Parish, who was In charge 
of the train, and who was making up 
his report in one of the ^ars when the 
crash came, was rendered unconscious 
by a blow on the head. When he re­ 
covered he was three seats ahead of 
the one in which he had been sitting. 


Augustus Kah, a German living near 
the scene of the wreck, gives this de­ 
scription: 


“It was about five minutes before G 
when I was awakened by some one in 
my yard calling for help. Looking out 
of m y window I saw a sleeping car 
porter who shouted: “For Gods sake 
man, if’you own a boat, come quickly. 
Our train ‘Is in the river and people 
are drowning. 


“I dressed myself and accompanied 
by the porter got into my rowboat and 
rowed around the curve to where the 
train was in the river. W hen we 
reached the cars, which were sub­ 
merged nearly to their roofs, the en­ 
gine being entirely out of sight, the 
crews of the tugboat were making ef­ 
forts to save the passengers. The first 
man I saw them take out was. I think, 
the agent of the express car. The first 
persons we succeeded in rescuing were 
two Chinamen, who were sitting on the 
roof of the smoker. One had his arm 
broken. We put them ashore and then 
took three more persons off the top 
of another car. At the same time people 
In their underclothes were being taken 
out of the sleeping cars by the crews of 
the several tugs. One man on shore, 
with an arm cut off, was dying, and we 
made his last moments as comfortable 
as possible. 


Five men were rescued from the top 
of a floating car a few minutes after 
the accident. They were put on a train 
and taken to Peekskill, about ten miles 
down the road. They were admitted to 
the Helping Hand hospital, where their 
wounds were dressed. Of the five three 
were Chinamen, and none were fatally 
Injured. 


W. S. Langford, of Bayonne, N. J., 
was in one of the last coaches whiclr 
remained on the track. He secured a ir 
ax and chopping out a panel of one of 
the partly submerged cars helped to 
rescue four people. 


General Manager Toucey says: “The 
accident was caused by the bed of the 
railroad being washed out in some in­ 
explicable manner. In this undermined 
condition the track sank as soon as the 
weight of the train was put on it, and 
the embankment giving away the train 
was of course precipitated into 
the 
river. 


“Such conditions as this we have never 
looked for. Trains have been running 
over this spot for years and years w ith­ 
out accident or difficulty of any kind, 
and this piece of track was considered 
as good as any section of the railroad. 
Not only was the roadbed the hardest 
kind of an embankment, but it was 
strengthened by a retaining water wall 
cf solid masonry three feet thick." 


Other railroad officials were of the 
opinion that a quicksand foundation 
of some kind below the w ater line was 
responsible for the giving way of the 
roadbed. 


Chauncey M. Depew, president of the 
New York Central railroad, declares 
that there are suspicions that the wreck 
ut Garrisons was caused by a dyna­ 
mite explosion.

WE MUST NOT INTERFERE. 


Spain W ill Get A long W ith o u t Unole 


Sam ’s Help. 


Madrid, Oct. 25.—In the special note 
to United States Minister Woodford, 
the government declares that Spain has 
done all in her power to end the war in 
Cuba and cites many sacrifices which 
have been made by the nation, the 
number of troops sent to Cuba and the 
reforms which are to be carried out in 
the island, which arc fully described. 
The note ends with the statem ent that 
“Spain will not admit the right of any 
foreign power to interfere in any of her 
affairs.” 


There is no doubt that the govern­ 
ment’s reply will represent the deep 
feoling of the nation. The note dwells 
at length on filibustering and “other 
material and moral assistance which 
has chiefly contributed to the rise and 
duration of the rebellion, and which in 
turn has damaged American interests." 


It clearly intimates that Spain can­ 
not continue the “forbearance shown 
by Senor Canovas del Castillo and tho 
Duke of Tetuan during the past two 
years," and that she now calls upon the 
American government to “fulfill more 
strictly in the future the' rules of 
international law," because "the suc­ 
cess of the new home rule policy and 
the speedy pacification of Cuba chiefly 
depend upon the conduct of the United 
States," 


Fifty-four Killed In Chureli Stam pede 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 27. — A terrible 
casualty has taken place at the village 
of Khnieleff, in the Iiozloff district, on 
the western coast of the Crimea. While 
service was in progress at the village 
church an alarm of fire was raised. A 
panic ensued in the crowded congrega­ 
tion, and the efforts of the officiating 
priests to calm the tum ult were abso­ 
lutely unavailing. 
In the stampede 54 
persons were killed by suffocation or 
being trampled, and 80 others were 
seriously injured.

Had Served Fourteen Years of a 
Life Sentence. 


Pittsburg, Oct. 27.—Silas S. Gray, who 
has served over 14 years of a life sen­ 
tence in the penitentiary for the sup­ 
posed murder of Mrs. Mary McCready 
at Saltsburg, 
Westmoreland county, 
was yesterday released from prison on 
a pardon issued by the governor, be­ 
cause it had ben proven that another 
committed the deed. The ex-prisoner 
left for his home in Indiana county last 
night. 


Gray’s case was a remarkable one. 
Mary McCready disappeared from her 
home Feb. 20, 1877. 
Fourteen months 
afterw ard some boys found a skull on 
the banks of a stream. 
It was taken 
to the nearest country store and was 
the curiosity of the neighborhood for 
weeks. Finally it was decided that the 
skull was that of Mary McCready, and 
after an inquest Silas Gray was held 
for the murder. 
The body was n ^ rer 
found. 
Gray was convicted and sen­ 
tenced to be hanged. 


Hlg commutation came about in a 
most singular manner. George H. Wel- 
shons, a Pittsburg newspaper man, 
read in a local paper in Harrisburg, a 
few days before Gray's sentence was 
to take effect, the following: 


“It is all wrong to hang Silas Gray, 
as Jack Petiss confessed to me in the 
W estern penitentiary that he done the 
deed." 


Welshons located Hiram Bowermas- 
ter, the signer of the article, near Ship- 
pensburg, and secured an affidavit to 
the truth of w hat he had written. Gov­ 
ernor Pattison, on the strength of the 
document, commuted the sentence to 
life Imprisonment. 
Petiss and Bower- 
m aster were chums in prison and P et­ 
iss disclosed his secret. 
The commu­ 
tation ran so close a race with the 
death w arrant thflt Gray wa» taken to 
the penitentiary on the very day that 
had been set for his exeoution. 


The release of Gray was witnessed 
by a large crowd of officials and curi­ 
ous visitors, ail anxious to bid the long 
Imprisoned man goodby. 
Among the 
visitors in the lobby at the time was 
Mrs. Cynthia Hunter, wife of the late 
ex-Judge James A. Hunter, of Greens- 
burg, who sentenced Gray to penal 
servitude. 
Mrs. 
H unter was almost 
overcome with joy. She said it was one 
of the happiest moments of her life. 
She had always believed in the inno­ 
cence of Gray. She had often heard the 
late judge speak of Gray, and years 
after he was sentenced she had heard 
her husband say that he did not be­ 
lieve Gray was guilty of the murder of 
Mrs. McCready.

Comparative figures, compiled by 
the department of labor in the form 
of deductions from the last census 
statistics relating to 'workers at gain­ 
ful occupations, point to the fact that 
persons at work, especially women, 
have increased very much faster than 
the population at large. 
As a result 
the statement shows that the propor­ 
tion of workers relative to t]ie total 
population and to tho whole number 
of peoi)le of the respective ages was 
considerably greater in 1890 than at 
tho preceding census 
periods, and 
that this increased proportion ¿s aj> 
parent for each of tho great classes of 
occupations e x c e p t agriculture, fish­ 
eries and mining. 
All this, tho state­ 
ment sets out, shows very clearly the 
constantly inscreasing disinclination 
>f our population to follow agricul- 
ural pursuits, a tendency materially 
lastened, doubtless, by the wide ap­ 
plication of machinery to the procès«* 
es of agriculture. 
Desjrite this dis- 
îcliuation and the recent overcrowd* 
lg of manufacturing and commercial 
nitres, the 
analysis demonstrates 
lat the increased proportion of work­ 
's is found generally in the higher 
filks of business life and in those 
cupations which call for skilled 
jor principally rather than in the 
vest or more laborious 
forms of 
tployjueut. 
The conclusion is ac- 
•dingly stated to bo inevitable that 


5 great body of workers has, as a 
ole, progressed and has percepti* 
risen in the social scale of life.

ALUMINUM'S NEW USES. 


A CATALOGUE THAT IS MARVELOUS 


IN ITS EXTENT. 


Kaphlly Taking ltd l'Ia<-<- With Iron aiul 


Steel 
Md the MwMt 
ITMeful of

Aluminum bids fair to become, with- 


in the next half century, one of the 
most useful of metals. 
Scarcely a 


week goes by that some new field of 
usefulness for it is not discovered. 
From a strong possibility of becom- 
ing the met ' which enters most large- 
ly into the subsidiary coins of the 
United States government to the new- 
est of shoes for the feet of horses, it 
runs through a catalogue of uses that 
is marvelous in its extent. 
Iron and 


steel have long been known as two of 
the most useful metals. 
Aluminum 


must now be given an equal place 
with either of them. 


The odd uses to which this metal is 


put are almost innumerable. 
The 


gruesome metallic casket 
of cup- 


per and steel that is used to hide away 
forever the mortal tenements of hu- 
manity is gradually being replaced by 
the lighter aluminum affair, which an- 
swers the purpose more satisfactorily, 
and at the same time may be hermeti- 
cally sealed. 
< 


Almost a revolution has been cre- 


ated by aluminum among the litho- 
graphers. 
The chances are that nine 


persons out of ten suppose the old 
stone process, as it is called, is still in 
vogue. This consisted of tracing on 
a slab of stone, known as lithograph- 
ers' stone, whatever it was desired to 
take a lithograph of. To print these 
lithographs under the old system de- 
scribed necessitated the use of a Hat 
press, and this meant slowness of 
speed. With the up-to-date aluminum 
lithographic plate it is different. The 
aluminum plate may be bent so that it 
•will fit upon the cylinder of a fast 
press, making the speed full 100 per 
cent, greater, and thus saving expense 
on the basis of the fact that time is 
money. 


So far as Uncle Sam and aluminum 


are concerned there is much to think 
of. Should aluminum, as seems very 
probable now, succeed copper as the 
metal in use at the Mint, every person 
who utilizes the penny will be affected. 
When that day comes, each cent will 
be light weight and a thousand times 
more convenient to carry about. 
For 


this nse ahiminum is also preferable, 
it is said, from a hygienic standpoint, 
aa copper affords a resting place for 
the microbes of various diseases, 
which aluminum would not do. 


Some months ago a series of exper- 


iments with aluminum were carried on 
at the United States Mint at Philadel- 
phia, and, although not as extensive 
as they might have been, were suffi- 
ciently so to prove that the substitution 
of aluminum for copper in money was 
entirely feasible. The matter was re- 
ported upon by the Congressional Com- 
mittee upon Coinage, Weights and 
Measures, and in view of its report it 
is very likely that some some action 
in the matter will be taken at the next 
regular session of Congress. 


Speaking of hygienic purposes of 


aluminum, it is said to be as excellent 
a purifier of water as there is. 
The 


salts of aluminum are insoluble in 
water. Consequently, it is plain that 
when these salts are formed the water 
can be strained and the impurities re- 
moved from it. 
Perhaps the most 


popular method of purification of 
water by means of aluminum is what 
is known as the trough method. The 
trough is composed of plates of alumi- 
num and zinc or iron six or eight 
inches apart. 


One end of the tank affords an en- 


trance for the volume of water which 
passes over the top of one plate and 
thence under the plate next to it, this 
being accomplished by the fact the 
elevation of the plates is different. In 
connection with this tank or trough 
there is a moderate-sized electrical 
generator. Aluminum will not form 
the negative pole of a current, but the 
tjther plates used will. 
It is always 


the case that when an electric cur- 
rent comes in contact w ith water in 
this fashion it decomposes a certain 
portion of the fluid, as it were. 


The result of this decomposition is 


that ozone is formed and oxvgeu freed. 
This means absolute extinction to auy 
micTobes or organ matter which the 
water might contain, leaving it, after 
meeting the purification the salts of 
aluminum occasion,a* clear and health- 
ful as the water which flows from the 
purest spring. There are other method* 
of purifying water by the use of alum- 
inum, but they are not adopted to any 
extent, the trough or tank system al- 
wajs having taen productive of the 
best results. 


Possibly one of the greatest claims 


of aluminum to preference is that it is 
cheaper, for. although the demand for 
it has tremendously increased, there 
has been no notable increase in price. 


It costs nmcli less than zia<- or cop-

ing cattle-show days as for superiority 
in patchwork quilts or fat sw me. 
But 


away iiom the "pie belt" the number 
of competent pie-bakers is small, 
while the appetite for pie '•ffins to be 
as pronounced in the large cities of 
the Middle States as it is in the hill 
towns of the Berkshires. Hence the 
pie bakery or. as it is sometimes 
called, the pie foundry. 


These pie bakeries supply bread bak- 


ers, restaurants, grocery stores, hotels 
and consumers with pies of all kinds 
and of many sizes. There are certain 
kinds of pies that may be hail all the 
year around. Among these the popu- 
lar ones are apple, lemon, cocoanut, 
mince and custard. 
Then there are 


pies with fruit and berry "nlliugs" 
which are made only in the fruit and 
berry season. There are little "penny" 
pies which the small boy buys and de- 
vours on his way to school or at re- 
cess time; there are pies of the regula- 
tion family size of which one-quarter 
is a correct portion. Then there is the 
hotel size, which is much larger than 
the family size, and the "giant"' which 
goes to "beaneries" and boarding- 
houses. 


"These great big pies," said a deal- 


er, "are a blessing to the hash-houses, 
and you would be surprised to see the 
great number of 'quarters' an expert 
pie carver can get out of one."' 


In pie baking, as in all other indus- 


tries, there are various grades, and 
while there 
are establishments in 


New York where the surroundings 
would naturally prejudice one against 
the product, the average pie bakery is 
neat, and the product as clean and as 
free from objectionable ingredients as 
the New England article of which it is 
a poor imitation. 


One of the oldest pie bakeries in

Baltimore Wauls It« Taxes. 


Street car conductors in Baltimore 


are to be under double surveillance for 
a time. In addition to the inspectors 
of fare registers employed by the 
companies the park board of the city 
has employed forty on its own behalf.

Notwithstanding this sympathy with 


ocean waters, the water of Lake 
Selawik is fresh at all times, and it 
tastes like the sparkling spring water 
on the farm. But the most remark- 
able feature of this lake is the fact 
that it never freezes over in the cold- 
est weather, and the colder the atmos- 
phere in its neighborhood becomes, 
the warmer its waters seem to be- 
come. 


For this reason. Lake Selawik be- 


comes a kind of Mecca in winter 
time for all kinds of fishes and water 
animals which are found in the various 
rivers that pour into the lake during 
summer. 
The waters of the lake 


swarm with tish, and the improvident 
gold seeker from the United States, 
who has failed to strike that "pile" he 
anticipated, and who. owing to the 
fabulous prices of eatables iii Alaska in 
winter, would otherwise starve to 
death, lias only to borrow a sled and a 
couple of dogs and go over to Selawik, 
where, in a couple of hours, he can kill 
with a boat hook more salmon than he 
can cut in a fortnight, for after the 
capture of the fish the excessively cold 
climate keeps them frozen until they 
are ready to be eaten. 


Lake Selawik will also relieve the 


miners from the disagreeable necessity 
which they contemplate at present, of 
spending the whole winter without 
taking a bath. The water in winter 
is of just the right temperature to 
make bathing both wholesome and 
agreeable. 


It •would not be surprising after the 


present gold rush has subsided to see 
a city of considerable size grow up 
around delightful Lake Selawik. 


Hawaiian Coffee. 


It is not generally known that very 


soon there will be a big annual supply 
of coffee from the Hawaiian Islands 
for the markets of the world, and 
when the product begins to be shipped 
it will grow in a geometrical ratio as 
the new trees come to maturity and as 
the old ones increase in productive- 
ness. 


One of the best informed men in the 


islands on the coffee question is W. G. 
Irw in, 
A\ ho is now spending a few 


months in this city on a vacation. 
Speaking on the subject a few days 
ago, he said: 


"It is wonderful how the crown 


lands fit for coffee have been taken up 
all along the road from Hilo to the 
Volcano House up in the lava dis- 
tricts. 
It has been found that the 


open spaces or open lands are even 
better than the dense forests that 
were at first cleared for the coffee 
plantations, and there must be fully 
five thousand good acres for the hus- 
bandry still available.

With the up-to-date aluminum 
lithographic plate it is different. The 
aluminum plate may be bent so that it 
will fit upon the cylinder of a fast 
press, making the speed full 100 per 
cent, greater, and thus saving expense 
on the basis of the fact that time is 
money. 


So far as Uncle Sam and aluminum 
are concerned there is much to think 
of. 
Should aluminum, as seems very 
probable now, succeed copper as the 
metal in use at the Mint, every person 
who utilizes the penny will be affected. 
When that day comes, each cent will 
be light weight and a thousand times 
more convenient to carry about. 
For 
this use aluminum is also preferable, 
it is said, from a hygienic standpoint, 
as copper affords a resting place for 
the microbes 
of various diseases, 
which aluminum would not do. 


Some months ago a series of exper­ 
iments with aluminum were carried on 
at the United States Mint at Philadel­ 
phia, and, although not as extensive 
as they might have been, were suffi­ 
ciently so to prove that the substitution 
of aluminum for copper in money was 
entirely feasible. 
The matter was re­ 
ported upon by the Congressional Com­ 
mittee upon Coinage, Weights and 
Measures, and in view of its report it 
is very likely that some some action 
in the matter will be taken at the next 
regular session of Congress. 


Speaking of hygienic purposes of 
aluminum, it is said to be as excellent 
a purifier of water as there is. 
The 
salts of aluminum are insoluble in 
water. 
Consequently, it is plain that 
when these salts are formed the water 
can be strained and the impurities re­ 
moved from it. 
Perhaps the most 
popular method of purification 
of 
water by means of aluminum is what 
is known as the trough method. 
The 
trough is composed of plates of alumi­ 
num and zinc or iron six or eight 
inches apart.

One end of the tank affords an en­ 
trance for the volume of water which 
passes over the top of one plate and 
thence under the plate next to it, this

grinder. 
The first notice we have of 
his arrival is from his master, who 
grinds out the opening notes of a 
familiar dance or song; scarcely has 
he ¡clayed one bar of the same, how­ 
ever, before the monkey runs up the 
hall door before which they are stand­ 
ing, far enough to reach the knocker, 
which he lifts, allows to drop twice or 
thrice, and then runs down again, and 
waits expectantly. 
In a few moments 
the maid appears, smiles pleasantly at 
the monkey, closes the door and re­ 
tires, only to appear a few moments 
later with pennies in her hand. When 
this collection is made, the monkey 
runs off’ satisfied, only to repeat a 
similar action at the house next door. 
Indeed, he does not always wait for 
the money to come before leaving, for 
he seems to know it will be all right 
when the maid smiles, and in liis 
hurry and greed for coin runs on to 
the next door, opened by the time the 
money is brought to the one he has 
just left. And thus the organ grinder 
and his monkey make 
their tour 
around the squares, and when night 
has come many sovereigns are often 
the collection of a single day.—Har­ 
per’s Bazar.

This means absolute extinction to auy 
microbes or organ matter which the 
water might contain, leaving it, after 
meeting the purification the salts of 
aluminum occasion,as clear and health* 
ful as the water which flows from the 
purest spring. There are other methods 
of purifying water by the use of alum­ 
inum, but they are not adopted to auy 
extent, the trough or tank system al­ 
ways having been productive of the 
best results, 


Possibly one of the greatest claims 
of aluminum to preference is that it is 
cheaper, for, although the demand for 
it has tremendously increased, there 
has been no notable increase in price. 


It costs much less than zincs or cop­ 
per for instance, and it is replacing 
them in many instances, such as in the ; 
manufacture of paper and celluloid, j 
Jiyen some of the most popular musi­ 
cal instruments are made of aluminum. 
The mandolin, the guitar, the banjo, 
are all constructed of the metal occa­ 
sionally. 
Even the violin has been 
made of aluminum, and very success­ 
fully—Philadelphia Timps,

“These great big pies,” said a deal­ 
er, “are a blessing to the liasli-houses, 
and you would be surprised to see the 
great number of ‘quarters’ an expert 
pie carver can get out of one.” 


In pie baking, as in all other indus­ 
tries, there are various grades, and 
while there 
are establishments in 
New York where the surroundings 
would naturally prejudice one against 
the product, the average pie bakery is 
neat, and the product as clean and as 
free from objectionable ingredients as 
tho New England article of which it is 
a poor imitation. 


One of the oldest pie bakeries in 
New York is located in Bleecker street, 
and from its doors a score of delivery 
wagons take the fresh pies which are 
baked in the ten subterranean ovens 
every night to all j>arts of the city. 
But before they become merchantable 
material, crisp, juicy, toothsome pro­ 
moters of indigestion, the pies go 
through a series of departments in the 
factory, each one of which is remark­ 
able for its cleanliness and its whole­ 
some atmosphere. 
In one room a 
number of men and women “pick 
over” berries which now (‘.owe to the 
baker in crates by dray load lots. 
At 
one end these berries are sugared and 
| seasoned in great tubs and made 
I ready to be filled into the pies. 
Rows 
, of white-aproned men make and roll 
the “paste” which forms the crusts, 
and tidy women attend the great cop­ 
per kettles where fruit is cooked. 


“ But machinery cannot detect a 
i 
bad spot in a peach or an apjjle,” said 
the veteran pie baker, “and for that 
reason wo must have trustworthy men 
and women on duty.** 


The pie bakery covers three floors 
of a brick building about 150 feet 
square. 
A tour of the place from the 
top floor down shows the visitor great 
troughs of dough, rows of flour bar­ 
rels, stacks of pie plates scoured and 
polished until they resemble silver, 
large vats of pie fillings of all sorts 
and descriptions, and men and women 
at work getting ready for midnight, 
when the day’s product goes into the 
ovens, one hundred and fifty pies at a

pie, out the component parts are 
made and prepared by people who do 
only their particular work, and then 
the various parts are brought together 
and dispatched on large elevators to 
tho bakery below the ground floor. 


William Thompson, the head of this 
pie-baking establishment, in speaking 
of his business, said that pies had al­ 
ways been a necessity in New York, 
and that away back in “ the forties” 
he used to sell pies to the people who 
congregated on the spot which is now 
Washington square.

But. the most remark­ 
able feature of this lake is the fact 
that it never freezes over in the cold­ 
est weather, and the colder the atmos­ 
phere in its neighborhood becomes, 
the warmer its waters seem to be­ 
come. 
■ 
For this reason. Lake Selawik be­ 
comes a kind of Mecca in winter 
time for all kinds of fishes and water 
animals which are found in tho various 
rivers that pour into the lake during 
summer. 
The waters of the lake 
swarm with fish, and the improvident 
gold seeker from the United States, 
who has failed to strike that “ pile" he 
anticipated, and who, owing to the 
fabulous prices of eatables in Alaska in 
winter, would otherwise starve to 
death, has only to borrow a sled and a 
couple of dogs and go over to Selawik, 
where, in a couple of hours, he can kill 
with a boat hook more salmon than he 
can cut in a fortnight, for after the 
capture of the fish the excessively cold 
climate keeps them frozen until they 
are ready to be eaten.

H a w a iian Coffee. 


It is not generally known that very 
soon there will be a big annual supply 
of coffee from the Hawaiian Islands 
for the markets of the world, and 
when the product begins to be shipped 
it will grow in a geometrical ratio as 
the new trees come to maturity aud as 
the old ones increase in productive­ 
ness. 


One of the best informed men in the 
islands on the coflee question is W. G. 
Irwin, who is now spending a few 
months in this city 
011 a vacation. 
Speaking 
011 the subject a few days 
ago, he said; 


“It is wonderful how the crown 
lands fit for coffee have been taken up 
all along the road from Hilo to the 
Volcano House up in the lava dis­ 
tricts. 
It has been found that the 
open spaces or open lands are even 
better than the dense forests that 
were at first cleared for the coffee 
plantations, and there must be fully 
five thousand good acres for the hus­ 
bandry still available. 
It is not a 
good thing for men with 110 money to 
embark in, for they are sure to fail. 
A man who goes to the islands to go 
into the coffee business ought to have 
enough money to pay for clearing his 
lands, and this will cost about $i() an 
acre. 
The planter then wants enough 
to live on for five years until his crop 
bears, and enough to pay the interest 
on his investment, for if he comes 
with only a few hundred dollars he is 
sure to fail in his undertaking.

Farmers Forming a Trust. 


From Toledo, O., conies the news of 


the largest scheme the farmers have ever 
Undertaken as an organization. It is 
known as the Agriculturists' National 
Protective Association, and is incorpor- 
ated under the laws of New Jersey. The 
members are all oath bound, and the 
farmers are taking to it right and left. 
This year is given up to organization 
and agents are now at work in nearly 
every county in the leading States. It 
has been conducted with great secresy 
In 1898 it is proposed to compel people 
to import their farm products, and coun- 
ty and corporation warehouses will be 
erected and placed in charge of county 
boards, who will have absolute control. 
From these warehouses goods will be 
shipped as may be deemed necessary. 


The farmer will raise all wheat in one 


locality, oats in another, and so on. The 
National Board of Finance is now at 
work on a complicated scale for the di- 
vision of profits, and everything will go 
through the hands of the sovereign body 
much on the order of communistic or- 
ganizations. 


The ultimate design is the absolute 


control and marketing of all farm pro- 
ducts, farm animals and farm machinery 
There is a visionary air about this 
scheme, and we doubt its consummation

(Potato Crop Short. 


Not since 1892 has the potato crop of 


the United States proved so nearly a 
failure says the American Agriculturist, 
In its final report of the yield of 1897 
Compared with the liberal crop of last 
year there is an apparent falling off of 
nearly 20 per cent, in tonnage, and the 
quality of the whole is greatly deficient! 
County and township returns from all 
the leading potato growing States show 
the yield of potatoes to be 174,000,000 
bushels, against 235,000,000 in ] 896. The 
acerage rate of yield per acre is placed 
at 64 bushels, taking the country at large 
against 86 bushels in 1896,89 in 1895, --J'

She went to 
Chicago and there her brother met 
her.—Washington Star.

Heat In the Body. 


An important source of heat In th« 


body Is duo to the friction of the blood 
as It circulates In its vessels. All of 
this resistance, which Is overcome bj 
the heart, is transformed directly into 
heat. We may calculate the amount 
approximately. If we suppose that 180 
ccs. of blood are expelled from the left 
ventricle at each stroke, under a pres- 
sure of one third of an atmosphere, this 
would correspond to .6192 kilogramme- 
metres at each stroke, and at 72 strokes 
a minute, this would give 44.3124 kilo- 
grammemetrcs per minute. If we sup- 
pose that the right heart does one-quar- 
ter the work of the left, or about 10 
kilogramme-metres per minute, we 
have for the total work per minute 
54.312 kilogram me-metres, which cor- 
responds to 128 calories per minute. 


This Is perhaps a rather high esti- 


mate for ordinary conditions, but 
where the heart Is forced to pump a 
much larger quantity of blood in order 
to maintain the normal temperature, 
this estimate is probably much exceed- 
ed at times. Since this friction takes 
place largely in the most constricted 
portions of the circulation, It would be 
natural to expect that the blood which 
had been driven through the capillary 
system of a gland would issue much 
warmer than it entered, and such we 
find to be the case. Thus the blood of 
the hepatic vein has been observed to 
be 40.73, while that in the right heart 
was 37.7. In the muscles no contrac- 
tion can take place without an in- 
creased flow of blood through them 
with a simultaneous constriction of. th« 
capillaries, which would naturally give 
rise to a considerable production of 
heat—a fact constantly observed.—San- 
itarian.

o'clock yesterday morning: a terrible 
disaster occurred near this city, which 
resulted In the loss of 20 Uvea and in- 
juries to a larpre number. 
The Now 
York Central express train which left 
Buffalo at 7 o'clock Saturday nlgrht was 
composod of one express car, one com- 
posite bagiiage and snidklng car, one 
day coach and six sleepers. 
Suddenly 
the locomotive plunged over the low 
embankment Into the Hudson 
river, 
carrying with it all but the three last 
sleeping cars, which remained on the 
track on account of the breaking of 
the coupling pin. 
In that way some 
GO lives were saved. 


When the accident happened most of 
the passengers were aslticp, those In the 
sleepers being in their berths, while tho 
occupants of the coach and smoker 
were for the most part doubled up in 
their peats. Just how tiie train met its 
awful fate will never be fully known, 
for the men who first felt the danger, 
Knginppr John Foyle and Fireman John 
Tompkins, were carried down, with the 
engine, as was A. G. McKay, private 
secretary of General 
Superintendent 
Van Ktten, who was riding on the en- 
gine. 


Conductor Parish, who was in charge 
of the train, and who was making up 
his report in one of the ¿¡ars when the 
crash came, was rendered unconscious 
by a blow on the head. When he re- 
covGi^ed he was three seats ahead of 
the one in which he had been sitting. 


Augustus Kah, a German living near 
the scene of the wreck, gives this de- 
Bcription: 


"It was about five minutes before G 
M'hen I was awakened by some one In 
my yard calling for help. Looking out 
of my- window I saw a sleeping car 
porter who shouted: "For Gods sake 
man, If you own a boat, come quickly. 
Our train 'Is in the river and people 
are drov/nlng. 


"I dressed myself and accompanied 
by the porter got into my rowboat and 
rowed around the curve to where the 
train 
was in the river. When 
we 
reached 
the cars, which were sub- 
merged nearly to their roofs, the en- 
gine being entirely out of sight, the 
crews of the tugboat were making ef- 
forts to save the passengers. The first 
man I saw them take out was, I think, 
the agent of the express car. The first 
persons we succeeded in rescuing were 
two Chinamen, who were sitting on the 
roof of the smoker. One had his arm 
broken. We put them ashore and then 
took three more persons off the top 
of another car. At the same time people 
In their underclothes were being taken 
out of the sleeping cars by the crews of 
the several tugs. One man on shore, 
with an arm cut off, was dying, and we 
made his Isust moments as comfortable 
as possible. 


Five men were rescued from the top , 
of a floating car a few minutes after 
the accident. They were put on a train 
and taken to Peekskill, about ten miles 
down the road. They were admitted to 
the Helping Hand hospital, where their 
wounds were dressod. Of the five three 
were Chinamen, and none were fatally 
Injured, 


W. S. Langford, of Bayonne, N. J., 
was in one of the last coaches whiclv 
remained on the track. He secured air 
ax and chopping out a panel of one of 
the partly submerged cars helped to 
rescue four people. 


General Manager Toucey says; "The 
accident was caused by the bed of the 
railroad being washed out in some in- 
explicable manner. In this undermined 
condition the track sank as soon as the 
weight of the train was put on it, and 
the embankment giving away the train 
was of course precipitated 
into 
the 
river, 


"Such conditions as this we have never 
looked for. Trains have been running 
over this spot for years and years with- 
out accident or dlfilculty of any kind, 
and this piece of track was considered 
as good as any section of the railroad. 
Not only was the roadbed the hardest 
kind of an embankment, but It was 
strengthened by a retaining water wall 
cf solid masonry three feet thick." 


Other railroad officials were of the 
opinion that a quicksand foundation 
of some kind below the water line was 
responsible fur the giving way of the 
roadbed.

Oct. 27.—Silas S. Gray, who 
has served over 14 years of a life sen- 
tence in the penitentiary for the sup- 
posed murder of Mrs. Mary McCready 
at 
Saltsburg. 
Westmoreland 
county, 
was yesterday released from prison on 
a pardon Issued by the governor, be- 
cause it had ben proven that another 
committed the deed. The ex-prisoner 
left for his home in Indiana county last 
night. 


Gray's case was a remarkable one, 
Mary McCready disappeared from her 
home Feb. 20. 1877. Fourteen months 
afterward some boys found a skull on 
the banks of a stream. 
It was taken 
to the nearest country store and was 
the curiosity of the neighborhood for 
weeks. Finally it was decided that the 
skull was that of Mary McCready, and 
after an inquest Silas Gray was held 
for the murder. 
The body was n^^er 
found. 
Gray was convicted and sen- 
tenced to be hanged. 


Hl^ commutation came about In a 
most singular manner. George H. Wel- 
shons, a 
Pittsburg 
newspaper 
man, 
read in a local paper in Harrlsburg. a 
few days before Gray's sentence was 
to take effect, the following: 


"It is all wrong to hang Silas Gray, 
as Jack Petiss confessed to me In the 
Western penitentiary that he done the 
deed." 


Welshons located Hiram Bowermaa- 
ter, the signer of the article, near Ship- 
pensburg, and secured an affidavit to 
the truth of what he had written. Gov- 
ernor Pattison, on the strength of the 
document, commuted the sentence to 
life imprisonment. 
Petlsa and Bower- 
master were chums In prison and Pet- 
iss disclosed his secret. 
The commu- 
tation ran so close a 
race with the 
death warrant thflt Gray v/bm taken to 
the penitentiary on the very day that 
had been set for his exeoutlon. 


The release of Gray was witnessed 
by a large crowd of officials and curi- 
ous visitors, all anxious to bid the long 
Imprisoned man goodby. 
Among the 
visitors In the lobby at the time was 
Mrs. Cynthia Hunter, wife of the late 
ex-Judge James A. Hunter, of Greens- 
burg, who sentenced 
Gray to 
penal 
servitude. 
Mrs. 
Hunter was almost 
overcome with Joy. She said it was one 
of the happiest moments of her life. 
She had always believed in the Inno- 
cence of Gray. She had often heard the 
late Judge speak of Gray, and years 
after he was sentenced she had heard 
her husband say that he did not be- 
lieve Gray was guilty of the murder of 
Mrs, McCready.

Madrid, Oct. 26.—In the special note 
to United States Minister Woodford, 
the government declares that Spain has 
done all in her power to end the war in 
Cuba and cites many sacrifices which 
have been made by the nation, the 
number of troops sent to Cuba and the 
reforms which are to be carried out In 
the island, which arc fully described. 
The note ends with the statement that 
"Spain will not admit the right of any 
foreign power to interfere in any of her 
affairs." 


There is no doubt that the govern- 
ment's reply will represent the deep 
feollng of the nation. The note dwells 
at length on 
filibustering 
and "other 
material and moral assistance which 
has chiefly contributed to the rise and

It clearly intimates that Spain can- 
not continue the "forbearance shown 
by Senor Canovas del Castillo and tho 
Duke of Tetuan during the past two 
years," and that she now calls upon the 
American government to "fulfill more 
strictly in the future the"^ rules of 
International law," because "the suc- 
cess of the new home rule policy and 
the speedy pacification of Cuba chlefiy 
depend uijon the conduct of the United

Scarcely a 
week goes by that some new lield of 
naefulneaa for it ia not discovered. 
From a strong possibility of becom- 
ing the metal which enters most large- 
ly into the subsidiary coins of the 
United States government to the new- 
est of shoos for the feet of horses, it 
runs through a catalogue of uses that 
is marvelous in ita extent. 
Iron an<I 
steel have long been known as two of 
the moat useful metals. 
Aluminum 
must now be given an equal jjlaco 
with either of them. 


The odd uses to which this metal is 
put are almost innumerable. 
The 
gruesome metallic 
casket 
of 
cop- 
per and steel that iaused to hide away 
forever the mortal tenements of hu- 
manity IS gradually being replaced by 
the lighter alumiuum affair, which an- 
swers the jjurpose more satiafact(n'ily, 
and at the same time may be hermeti- 
cally sealed. 
* 


Almost a revolution has been cre- 
ated by aluminum among the litho- 
graphers. 
The chanccs are that nine 
persons out of ten suppose the old 
stono process, as it is called, is still in 
vogue. 
This consisted of tracing on 
a slab of stone, kuown as lithograph- 
ers' stone, whatever it was desired to 
take a lithograph of. 
To print these 
lithographs under the old system de- 
scribed necessitated the use of a iJat 
press, and this meant slowness of 
speed. 
With the uyj-to-date aluminum 
lithographic plate it is dittereut. The 
aluminum jilate may be bent so that it 
will fit upon the cylinder of a fast 
press, making the speed full 100 per 
cent, greater, and thus saving expense 
on the basis of the fact that time is 
money. 


So far as Uncle Sam and aluminum 
are concerned there is much to think 
of. 
Should aluminum, as seems very 
probable now, succeed copper as the 
metal in use at the Mint, every person 
who utilizes the penny will be affected. 
When that day comes, each cent will 
be light weight and a thousand times 
more convenient to carry about. 
For 
this use aluminum is also preferable, 
it ia said, from a hygienic standpoint, 
as copper affords a resting place for 
the 
microbes 
of 
various 
diseases, 
which aluminum would not do. 


Some months ago a aeries of exper- 
iments with aluminum Avere carried on 
at the United States Mint at Philadel- 
phia, and, althoixgh not as extensive 
as they might have been, were suffi- 
ciently so to prove that the substitution 
of aluminum fiu* copper in money was 
entirely feasible. 
The matter was re- 
ported upon by the Congressional Com- 
mittee upon Coinage, 
Weights and 
Measures, and in view of ita report it 
is very likely that some some action 
in the matter Avill be taken at the next 
regular session of Congress. 


Speaking of hygienic purposes of 
aluminum, it is said to be as excellent 
a purifier of water as there is. 
The 
salts of aluminum are insoluble in 
water. 
Consequently, it is plain lhat 
when these salts are formed the water 
can be strained and the impurities re- 
moved from it. 
Perhaps the most 
l>opular method of 
purification 
of 
water by means of aluminum is what 
is known as the trough method. 
The 
trough is composed of plates of alumi- 
num and zinc or iron six or eight 
inches apart. 


One end of the tank affords an en- 
trance for the volume of Avater M'hich 
passes over the top of one plate and 
thence under the plate next to it, this 
being accomplished by the fact the 
elevation of the plates'is different. In 
connection with this tank or trough 
there is a moderate-sized electrical 
generator. 
Aluminum will not form 
the negative polo of a current, but the 
other plates used will. 
It is always 
the case that when an electric cur- 
rent comes in contact with water in 
this fashion it decom2)oHes a certain 
portion of the fluid, as it were. 


The result of this decomposition is 
that ozone is formed and oxygen freed. 
This means absolute extinction to any 
microbes or organ matter Avhich the 
water might contain, leaving it, after 
meeting the puriiiiiation the salts of 
aluminum occasion,as clear and health- 
ful as the water which Hows from the 
purest spring. There are other methods 
of purifying water by the use of alum- 
inum, but they are not adopted to any 
extent, the trough or tank system al- 
ways having Ijeen productive of the 
best results. 


Possibly one of the greatest claims 
of alumiuum to preference is that it is 
cheaper, for, although the demand for 
it has tremendously increased, there 
has been no notable increase in price. 


It costs much less than zints or coij- 
per fur instance, and it is replacing 
them in many instances, such as in the 
manufacture of paper and celluloid. 
Jiven some of the most populur musi- 
oal instruments are made of aluminum. 
The mandolin, the guitar, the banjo, 
are all constructed of the metal occa- 
sionally. 
liven the violin has been 
made of aluminum, and very success- 
fully—I^hiludel]>hia Tim^s,

In that part of New England which 
is known as the **pie belt," where pies 
of all kinds and flavors are nmde liven 
bfitter than ''mother used to bake," 
the art of producing them ia a home 
industry. 
Housekeepers take a pride 
in their handiwork, and competition 
for excellence in pies is as active dur- 
ing cattle-show days as for superiority 
in patchM^ork quilts or fat swine. 
But 
away fium the 
belt'* the number 
of ^ competent 
i>io-bakers 
is small, 
while the aj)petit6 for pie set'uin to be 
as pronounced in the large oities t-i 
the Middle States as it is in the hill 
towns of the Eerkahires. 
Hence the 
pie bakery or. as it lA sometimes 
called, the pie foundry. 


These pie bakeries supply bread bak- 
ers, restaurants, grocery stores, hotels 
and conaumer.s with pies of all kinds 
and of many sizes. 
There are certain 
kinds of i)ies that may be had all the 
year around. 
Among these the popu- 
lar ones are ajiplo, lemoji, coeoannt, 
mince and custard. 
Then there are 


]}ie3 Avith fruit and berry *'lillings" 
which are made only in the fruit and 
an in- ! berry season. There are little **penny" 
dividual of rank, Avore a ruffled shirt, 
pies which the small boy buys and de- 
white silk stockings, and laced suit of i voura on his way to school or at re- 
clothes. 
He also wore a white WÍÍT 
cess time; there are pies of the regula- 


and a cocked hat decorated with a long 
feather. 
He amused the people Avho 
gathered around him b}- his nonsense, 
some of which was the following.

But we must leave the old and 
modern Loudon cries and introduce 
the monkey, who is indeed a frequent 
sight here, and, like Tiddy Doll, 
is 
arrayed most fantastically. 
He is a 
prominent character, and collects no 
' end of money for his owner,the organ- 
grinder. 
The first notice we have of 
his arrival is from his master, who 
giunds out the opening notes of a 
familiar dance or song; acarcely has 
he i^layed one bar of the same, how- 
ever, before the monkey runs up the 
hall door before which they are stand- 
ing, far enough to reach the knocker, 
which he lifts, allows to drop twice or 
thriiie, and then runs down again, and 
waits expectantl}'. 
In a few moments 
the maid appears, smiles pleasantly at 
the monkey, closes the door and re- 
tires, only to appear a few moments 
later M'ith j)ennies in her hand. When 
this collection is made, the monkey 
runs off' satisfied, only to repeat a 
similar action at the house next door. 
Indeed, he does not always wait fur 
the money to come before leaving, for 
he seems to know it will be all right 
when the maid smiles, and in his 
hurry and greed for coin runs on to 


tion family size of which tme-quarter 
is a correct portion. Then there is the 
hotel size, which is much larger than 
the family size, and the "giant" which 
goes to '^beaneries" auci Jjoarding- 
houaes. 


'These great big pies,'' said a deal- 
er, ''are a blessing to the hash-housea, 
and you would be surprised to see the 
great number of 'quarters' an expert 
pie carver can get out of one/' 


In pie baking, as in all other indus- 
tries, there are various grades, and 
while there 
are establishments in 
New York where the surroundings 
would naturally prejudice one against 
the product, the average pie bakery is 
neat, and the product as clean and as 
free from objectionable ingredients as 
the New England article of which it is 
a poor imitation. 


One of the oldest pie bakeries in 
New York is located in Bleecker street, 
and from its doors a score of delivery 
wagons take the fresh pies which are 
baked in the ten subterranean ovens 
every night to all i^arts of the city. 
But before they become merchantable 
material, crisp, juicy, toothsome pro- 
moters of indigestion, the piea go 
through a series of departments in the 
factory, each one of which is remark- 
able for its cleanliness and its whole- 
some atmosphere. 
In one room a 
number of 
men and women *'pick 
over" berries which now (iome to the 
baker in crates by drayload lots. 
At 
one end these ])erries are sugared and 
seasoned in great tubs and 
made 
ready to be filled into the pies. 
Rows 
of M'hite-aproned men make and roll 
the''paste" which forms the crusts, 
and tidy women attend the great cop- 
per kettles where fruit is cooked. 


' 'But machinery cannot detec^t a 
bad spot in a peach or an apjjle," said 
the veteran pie baker, "and for that 


up seven or eight months in the year, i 
that the rivers and lakes nrecompìctey 
frozen over» and that the fishes die oil 
or seek other waters. 
But none of ;

lawik. 


This lake is aixiy miles long and 
about iiftoen miles in width. 
It has

when the tide of the ocean goes out, • 
down comes the height of tlie waters , 
of the lake. 


Notwithstanding this sympathy with 
ocean 
waters, 
the water of ' Lako 
Selawik ia freah at all times, and it 
tastes like the sparkling spring water 
on the farm. 
But the most remark- 
able feature of this lake is the fact 
that it never freezes over in the cold- 
est weather, and the colder theatmoa- 
lìbere in its neighborhood becomes, 
the warmer its Avaters seem to bo- 
come. 
• 
For this reason. Lake Selawik be- 
comes a kind of Mecca in 
winter 
time for all kinds of fiahea and water 
animala which are found in the various 
rivers that pour into the lake during 
aummer. 
The waters of the lako 
swarm with fish, and the im]>rovident 
gold seeker from the United States, 
who has failed to strike that "pile'' he 
anticipated, and who, owing to the 
fabultms prices of eatables iu Alaska in 
winter, 
would otherwise starve 
to 
death, has only to borrow a sled and a 
cimple of doga and go over to Selawik, 
where, in a ^oupleof hours, he can kill 
Avith a boat hook more salmon than he 
can cut in a fortnight, for after the 
capture of the fish the excessively cold ! 
climate keeps them frozen until they 
are ready to he eaten.

I l u w a l i a u t'oftV'o, 
It is not generally known that very 
soon there will be a big annual supply 
of coiliee from the Hawaiian Islands 
for the markets of the world, and 
when the i)roduct begins to be shipped 
it will grow in a geometrical ratio as 
the new trees come to maturity and as 
the old ones increase in productive- 
ness. 


One of the best informed men in the 
islands on the coftee question is W. G. 
Irwin, who is now spending a few 
months in this city on a vacation. 
Speaking on the subject a few days 
ago, he said: 


"It is wonderful how the 
crown 
lands fit for coftee have been taken up 
all along the road from Hilo to the 
Volcano House up in the lava dis- 
tricts. 
It has been found that the 
open spaces or open lands are even 
better than the dense forests that 
were at 
flrst 
cleared for the coffee 
plantations, and there must be fully 
flve thousand good acres fin- the hus- 
bandry still available. 
It is not a 
good thing for men with no money to 
embark in, for they are sure to fail. 
A man who goes to the islands to go 
into the coftee business ought to have 
enough money to i)ay for clearing his 
lands, and this will cost about 840 an 
acre. 
The planter then wants enough 
to live on for flve years until his crop 
bears, and enough to pay the interest 
on his investment, for if he comes 
with only a few hundred dollars he is 
sure to fail in his undertaking. 


"I suppose there is fully $2,000,000 
now invested in coftee on all the 
islands, and a great deal more capital 
is seeking investment. 
There is a 
two story mill in Honolulu for clean- 
ing the l^erries and sorting them into 
pearl, extra prime,prime and cullings. 
Things of this charafter will develop 
more and more as time runs on. 
It 
will not be long until more people are 
engaged in coftee than in any other 
enterprise on the islands. - -New Y'ork 
Herald,

kuovrn as the Airriculturists' National 
Protective Associatiou. aud is iucorpor- 
ated under the laws of New Jersey, The 
members are all oath bound, and the 
farmers are taking to it right and left. 
This year is given up to orcanizatiou 
and agents are now at work m nearly 
every county in the leading States. 
It 
has been conducted with great secresy. 
In 1898 It is proposed to compel peonlo 
to import their farm products, and coun- 
ty and corporation warehouses will bo 
erected and placed in charge of county 
boards, who will have absolute control. 
From these warehouses goods will be 
shipped as may be deemed necessary. 


The farmer will raise all wheat in one 
locality, oats in another, and so on. The 
National Board of Finance is now at 
\vork on a complicated scale for the di- 
vision t)f profits, aud everything will go 
through the hands of the sovereign body 
much on the order of communistic or- 
ganizations. 


The ultimate design is the absolute 
control and marketing of all farm pro- 
ducts, farm animals and farm machinery.

By 
reason of the race becoming stopped up 
the Avater became polluted, so much so 
that the neighbors laid complaint before 
Uonst.^le Shaub, who returned Mr, Gin- 
ter to Court on the charge of maintain- 
ing a nuisance. 
Before the case had 
been opened counsel for the defendant 
explained to the court that Mr. Ginter 
could not be held responsible from the 
fact that ho had operated the mill for 
quite a number of years and that he had 
paid the water rent. 
The city of Lancas- 
ter, counsel claimed, was responsible for 
the water that came down through the 
gas run, and if the water was polluted it 
was caused by foul material that had 
passed through the run. 
The court took 
the same view of the situation and di- 
rected that a verdict of not guilty be 
taken«

from a professorship of sociology in 
the University of Wisconsin to the 
head of the University of West Vir- 
inia. 
Moreover, ho is the youngest 
president of a university in the United 
States, 


The way in which Mr. Eaymond 
wrung success from adverse 
circum- 
stances is an interesting story of per- 
severance, 
Ho was only two years 
old when his parents moved to'Chi- 
cago. 
His 
education 
Avas meagre, 
being acquired at uncertain 
intervals 
in the Euglewood public schools. 
In 
his early teens he sold newspapers ou 
a downtown corner. The average boy 
of progressive tendencies 
M'ould look 
with satisfaction toward a commercial 
career, 
but Eaymond • had 
little 
thought of such a life. 
At fifteen he 
was editor «f 
Philately, a paper de- 
voted to the interests of the postage 
stamp collector. 
This journal circu- 
lated throughout the United States, 
and even found its way to foreign 
countries. 


Meanwhile 
Raymond 
put in his 
spare time learning stenogra]>hy. 
He 
drifted to Pullman, and when only 
nineteen had risen from office bov to 
iV position Avhich brought him $1000 a 
year. 
There 
is 
reason to 
believe 
that, if he had chosen to continue in 
the line of work laid out for him at 
Pullman, a few years 
would 
have 
brought him to a position assuring 
large means and great responsibility. 
But against the advice of his friends 
he threw up his j^rospecta and went 
to Evanston, where in two summers 
and one winter he completed all the 
work usually included in a four years 
preparatory course, and passed with 
ease the entrance examinations to the 
College of Liberal Arts, All this time 
he was earning his living by stenog- 
raphy, 
In addition to paying his own 
expenses and carrying ou his studies 
he supported his mother. 
He entered 
college in 1S89, remaining until the 
winter of 1890. 


While Raymond was in his sopho- 
more year he made the acquaintance 
of Bishoi^ J , M. 
Thoburn, 
who has 
charge of the "work of the 
Methodist 
, E])iscopal 
Church in 
India. 
The 
bishop Avas Avriting a book on life in 
India, and was so taken 
with the 
young man that he engaged him for 
two years as traveling secretary. «They 
went to India by way of the Suez 
Canal, touching at difterent points in 
Europe, and at 
every stopi^ing j^Iace 
Raymond made the most of his op- 
jjortunities for study. 
Here he was 
enjoj'ing opportunities for travel sel- 
dom granted to men of his age who 
are not in easy circumstances, Avork- 
ing at an appointed task withsufiicient 
energy to satisfy the call 
of duty to 
any less clamorous conscience, and yet 
he was carrying on all the work of his 
college classes by ¡mvate study and 
bi'anching out to regain 
unrequired 
but desired knowledge. 


In India Mr, 
Raymond 
devoted 
himself to Sanscrit. 
He returned to 
Chicago by way of China and Japan iu 
the winter of 1892, and took the ex- 
iiminations with his 
college classes. 
One term of his senior year remained, 
Init his work 
was so far in advance 
that he was excused from 
attendance 
at classes. The spring term he passed 
as traveling secretary for (leorge M. 
Pullman, returned to Evanston in time 
to receive his diploma and to ¡»iirtici- 
pute in the Kirk oratorical contest. It 
is curious that in this contest 
he was 
defeated by the young wonmn who af- 
terward became his 
wife, 
3Iiss Net- 
tie Hunt of Aurora, 
III. 
Miss Hunt 
was one of the brightest of the young 
women whose names form a list of 
alumnie highly creditable to 
North- 
western Universitj', 
Her engagement 
to Raymond began duiingtheir college 
course, and they were married in 1<S95, 
before ho accepted his call to the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, 


After graduatign Mr, 
Raj'mond's 
rise "\}as rapid. 
The iirst year he 
served a« bei-retary of tlie Society for 
University JCxtension iu Chicago, and 
the following year becanje in-ofessor 
of jjolitical economy at Lawrence uni- 
versity, Ai)]>leton, Wis. 
A course of 
lectures delivered by him at Chautau- 
i\nii the following summer attracted 
the attention of President Harper 
of 
the University of Chicago, 
and the 
next Avinter«aw Raymond as secretary 
and lecturer in the class study Avork 
of the university extension dejmrtment 
of the Chicago institution. His ability 
as an organizer was here brought into 
play, 
in one year he raised the nnni- 
]m' of classes from ten to fifty, and in 
three months increased the member- 
ship from 2U0 to lUUU. 
He received 
the degree of doctor 
of philosophy 
from the University of Chicago in 1«85. 
Before that he had been called by 
President Charles Jvendall Adams to 
the profe.-isor.shiii of sociology in the 
Umverfciily of 
Wisconsin, a x^^^i^ition

In 1871 young Smith cA^ght 
the

Young Smith had gone to Sedgwick,

is claim was jumjied, however, and 
all his in-operty stolen while he was 
absent, and he Avas obliged to leave 
Sedgwick to save his life.

his sister and family had formed an 
intimate acquaintance with the family 
of William McKinley at Canton. Some 
tiifte afterward Miss Smith heard that 
her brother had died, and she grieved 
deeply over his loss.

In 1879 Miss Smith attended a meet- 
ing of faith curists 
at 
Philadelphia. 
During its progress, althimgh she had 
not moved for twenty years, she sud- 
denly leaped from her couch and be- 
gan to run up and down the i^latforml' 
completely restored to health. 
Theft 
she began to preach, was a])pointed 
railroad evangelist by the 
Baltimore 
& Ohio railroad, and ever since has 
traveled over America in that capacity. 
She now lives in Baltimore with her 
sister, Mrs. Annie Howell. 


At the last meeting held at Dr. Mans- 
field's church before the departure of 
President McKinley for Washington,

his long-lost sister.

said

her 
brother had been found. 
She went to 
Chicago and there her 
brother met 
her,—Washington Star.

H e a t In th© Body. 


An lmi>or(ant source of heat in the 
body Is dui* to the friction of the blood 
as It circulates In Its vessels. 
All oi 
this resistnncc, which Is overcome by 
the heart, Ss transformed directly into 
hent. 
We may calculate the amount 
approximately. If we suppose that IRO 
ccs, of blood are expelled from the left 
ventricle at each stroke, under a pre«* 
sure of one third of an atmosphere, this 
would correspond to .6102 kllogramnio- 
metres at each stroke, and at 72 strokei 
a minute, this would give 44.3124 kilo- 
grammemolres per minute. If we sup- 
pose that the right heart does one-quar- 
ter the work of the left, or about 10 
kilogramme-metres per 
minute, 
we 
have for the total work per minute 
54.H12 kilogramme-metres, which cor- 
responds to 128 calories per minute. 


This is perhaps a rather high esti- 
mate 
for ordinary 
conditlonB, 
bu( 
where the heart Is forced to pump a 
much larger quantity of blood In order 
to maintain the normal 
temperature, 
this estimate is probably much exceed- 
ed at times. Since this friction takes 
place largely in the most constricted 
portions of the circulation, it would be 
natural to expect that the blood which 
had been driven through the capillary 
gystem of a gland would issue much 
warmer than it entered, and such we 
find to be the case. Thus the blood of 
the hepatic vein has been observed to 
be 40.73, while that in the right hear! 
was 37.7. In the muscles no contrac- 
tion can take place without an in- 
creased flow of blood through 
them 
with a simultaneous constriction of th« 
capillaries, which would naturally give 
rise to a considerable production of 
heat—a fact constantly observed.—San- 
itarian. 


Pishernion ofSt. Pierr« and Mlqnelon 


Noar the west coast of Newfoundland 
are the islands of St. Pierre and Mique- 
Ion. They are the last relic» of the one« 
great possessions of France In Norti 
America. They have a French governoj 
and a uniformed French police. Manj 
French fishermen make their headquap 
tera on these islands. These Frenchmeu 
"sail -their trawls." Their fishing ves- 
sels are much larger than ours, and in^ 
elude even barks. 
Instead of dorlei 
they carry sail boats. The vessel comei 
to anchor, and near her each boat dropj 
its first trawl-keg overboai'd. Then oni 
boat will set a zigzag trawl by tacking 
agiilnst the wind, another will run s 
straight-iiway 
course, 
so that 
thi 
trawls, while all converging toward thi 
vessel, do not interfere with one an 
other. Then, too, the fishermen can ID 
f o ^ y weather get back to the vcsse! 
by simply underrunning their trawls 
Our fishermen set theirs -where tbej 
think they will hook the most fish, an<J 
the vessel, instead of coming to onchor. 
cruises about where she put the doriei 
over.—St, Nicholas. 


Opal Mining 
In Mexico. 


A Mexican prospector representing 
an American company, mostly Chicago 
capitalists, has Just discovered a val- 
uable opal mine near Queretaro, Mex, 
The stones are large and more hand- 
some than any yet discovered here. It 
will require a large amount of capital 
to develop the mine, but the company 
Is said to be willing to put a large sum 
Into the venture. Heretofore UttJe at- 
tention has been paid to such mining 
In Mexico, owing to the large amount 
of money necessary to carry on the 
work and the uncertain demand for 
opals.
